So that 
the nimber of beds 
represents only one aspect 
of TB treatment. Properly 
these aro reserved for ‘the 
most serious cases, 

And as Dr S. N. Chau revealed 
yesterday there is the As- 
sociation’s Tuberculosis In- 
surance Plan which aims to 
discover tuberculosia before 
it Has had a chance of doing 
any serious harm. He said: 
“We believe this .plan will 
play 2 very important part 
in reducing the incidence of 
tuberculosis in Hongkong.”

They can tell the Americans 
what happens to the iim 
fuel rods under irradiation, in 
the particular condfliéns of a 
power staifon, 


Excess Heat 


Then there is thé vital ques- 
tlon of getting rid of excess heat 
ftom the atomic reactors, Bri- 
tain has econeentrated on gas 
cooling—using carbon dioxide as 
a heat transference medium  — 
while the Amerloaons have gone 
In for light water cooling. 

The British experts have no 
doubt that the gas system is by 
far the simpler and more ecfft- 
efont method, 

They also say that United 
States ntomie engineers have 
not the knowledge of natural 
uranium technology. America 
has based ils systems on the 
use of enriched uranium’ be- 
cause of its own vast deposits. 
But tifis type of atomic fuel is 
scarce or non-exlstent In other

A Britlsh claim js that the

Mistake 


Technologists here believe 
that the United States made a 
mistake in putting. its experi- 
menting Into too many diverse 
hands, ‘With a staff of only 
about 6,000 centralised in the 
Atomic Energy Commission, it 
farmed: out work to many 
private firms. _ : 

Britain, on the other hand, 
has a slaff of 20,000 on her 
atomic energy authority, with 
experiments, theorifs “and dis- 
coveries under ona control, 

This, the Britlsh | ¢xperts 
claim, has avoided the worl of 
going’ off into unprofitable side. 
tracks, 

Another advance made by 
this country is in the d¢evelop- 
ment of a fast breeder reactor— 
am atemic pirat which breeds 
new uranium fuel .by itself 
faster than it burng it. British 
setentists say they are at least 
thee years ahead; of America in 
th 
. The first reactor of this type 
will go into, operation next 
February, at Dounreay, northern 
Scotland,’ 


First Trials

“But back at heme the 
people say to me ‘Look how 
great if is that the British 
make a film ubout one of our 
heroes.’ The film is splendid 
publicity for the Britlsht 
character.

‘BAD THINGS’ 

Mr Kruger told me that his 
attachment to Hitler endeq at 
the age of fifteen when he 
fell ip with group of actors who 
were working against the 
Fuchrer. 

“I started to usc “my ‘mind 
for myself. When I went into 
the German Army aos a con= 
seript the SS did bad things to 
mb because I disobeyed orders.” 

Nevertheless, Mr Kruger 
encountered prejudice since his 
arrival in London.

I was surp: Some 
people I met were very narrow- 
minded. They tried to hold 
me responsible for the crimes 
of my country.
